DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-25 and 27-3 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments concerning claim 1 were found persuasive; namely the motivation 
to combine the two references is based on impermissible hind sight and therefore one of 
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ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine the teachings of Kawasaki 
and Markham.
